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WEST LIBERTY FACES SERIOUS PROBLEM 

Citizens of West Liberty are face to face with 
a serious problem of sanitation which demands 
immediate attention. In addition to various 
chronic infections, an epidemic hangs over our 
town. In every section of the community the 
signs of improper sewage disposal are evident. 

Typhoid fever, dysentery and virus infection 
are filth diseases, and communities which pas- 
least attention to sanitation are usually the ones 
which suffer most from epidemics of these dis¬ 
eases. Of all factors influencing public health 
in cities and town no single item is of greater 
importance than the proper disposal of human 
waste. All privies, cesspools and open sewers 
are potential disease breeders. Most septic tanks 
also fall into this class since they are usually con¬ 
structed poorly and are not connected to proper 
disposal fields. 

An up-to-date city-owned water purification 
plant furnishes West Liberty with an ample sup¬ 
ply of safe water, but this community is only 
half-way along with its sanitation program. As 
a modem community grows, the outmoded de¬ 
vices of excreta disposal such as the privy, cess¬ 
pool and neglected septic tank must give way to 
the water-carried sewage system complete with 
a proper treatment and disposal plant. The 
serious and ever present danger of disease trans¬ 
mission from human waste will not be elimin¬ 
ated until a complete sewage system has been 
installed. 

As towns grow they must institute sanitary- 
reforms and get away from individual sewage 
disposal systems. Since it is now unlawful to 
dump raw sewage into streams, the problem of 
proper sewage disposal is twofold: a treatment 
method as well as a disposal method must be 
provided. 

Blueprints for a complete sewage disposal 


system for West Liberty *ere drawn up by com¬ 
petent sanitary engineers in 1947 and these plans 
have ben approved by the State Department of 
Health. 

Ours is becoming one of the most progressive 
towns in Kentucky, and we have an enviable 
reputation for tackling problems affecting our 
community. Monday night citizens of West Lib¬ 
erty will have an opportunity to express their 
views on financing and building a sewage dis¬ 
posal system. Good health among its citizens is 
the greatest asset of a community, hence promot¬ 
ing and maintaining proper sanitation becomes 
our greatest civic responsibility. 


IS SCS REORGANIZATION SOUND? 

From the Progresive Fanner 

Has Secretary Benson wrecked the Soil Con¬ 
servation Service with his reorganization pain? 
The answer depends* on your point of view. If 
you consider the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
a great sprawling organization with bureaus add¬ 
ed throughout the years without rhyme or reas¬ 
on, then reorganization is long overdue. But if 
you are interested primarily in having USDA do 
the very best job of conserving the soils of the 
nation, it is hard to see anything but harm in 
reorganization plan. 

The great injury to soil conservation is that 
we no longer will have one strong bureau in 
USDA responsible for it. Instead of one bureau 
having the facilities for doing a complete job, 
we would have the work scattered among sev¬ 
eral bureaus. Divided authority and responsi¬ 
bility is nearly always bad And whenever it 
gets to the point that a job is everybody’s re¬ 
sponsibility it usually ceases to be anybody’s. 
That’s what we fear will happen here. 

The Soil Conservation Service has also been 
stripped of its research work, which has been 
given to the new Agricultural Research Service. 
Will the new agency with its multitude of other 
research jobs provide soil conservation with the 
adequate research tools it needs to carry on most 
effectively? 

We emphatically disagree with those who feel 
that our agricultural problem begins and ends 
with soil conservation. But it does seem to us 
that soil conservation is so vital to the permanent 
prosperity of the nation that USDA was fully 
justified when some years ago it set up a special, 
unified, technical agency equipped to do a pack¬ 
age job. We know that we began to gain on soil 
wastage in the United States only after SCS was 
established. It sems like backtracking nearly 20 
years to scatter and disperse our efforts as the 
reorganization plan provides.

Like the rain, this column has | 
long been absent; but, like the 
rain, it has at last returned.
